Construction 
nearly done on 
biggest museum 
in the West

The Royal Alberta Museum bit 
a construction milestone this 
week, more than 900 days after 
work started on what nil] be 
the biggest museum in West¬ 
ern Canada. 

Journalists toured the inside 
of the new downtown museum 
Tuesday, which is now mostly 
complete with high ceilings, 
limestone walls, granite flooring 
and climate-controlled galleries. 

Mosaic panels by anist Ern¬ 
estine Tahedl, reclaimed from 
the former Canada Post office 
on the site, are featured outside 
along its pedestrian boulevard 
on 103A Avenue near 99 Street. 

The building is twice as big 
as the current Glenora location 
and is close to the Art Gallery 
of Alberta, the Winspear Cen¬ 
tre and Citadel Theatre in the 
downtown arts district. 

“This is the anchor of a cul¬ 
tural promenade that will go all 
the way to the Shaw (Conference 
Centre), and then to the river 
valley, and this is what r s going 
to attract tourists from around 
the world." said MP Randy Bois- 


sonnault. 

Work started in 2013 on the 
5375.5-niillion facility, built 
with $253 million from the 
province and £122.5 million 
in federal funding, Alberta Infra¬ 
structure Minister Brian Mason 
said its construction created 
4.000 jobs. 

Meanwhile, the fate of the 
current museum is in limbo. 


Mason said it will take a year 
and a half to move artifacts to 
the new space while all options 
are considered. 

“We will be making :ha t deci¬ 
sion in due course — not soon 
— and only after due consul¬ 
tation with the community." 
he said. 

The new museum is sched¬ 
uled to open in late 2017.

VALLEY LINE LRT 

Footbridge 
may yet be 
saved, says 


The decision on a lust-ditch eft 
fort to stop the Valley Line LKf 
and save the Cloverdale foot¬ 
bridge comes down Wednesday 
morning. 

The Save the Footbridge 
group appeared before asso¬ 
ciate chief justice John Kooke 
Tuesday, seeking an injunction 
against the project based on an 
agreement between the city and 
the province from 1975. 

The agreement appears to 
require the province to sign off 
on construction projects in the 
valley. Bill Hogle, the group's 
lawyer, argued the city was in 
violation of that agreement. 

“The city could easily run the 
line down existing transporta¬ 
tion corridors,'" he said. 

Speaking outside the court- 
rtxnn. Kristine Kovalchuk with 
the Save the boot bridge group 
said they don't oppose LKI, but 
they want to protect the valley. 

“We need expanded public 
transit in the city, just not in 
a way that destroys parkland,” 
she said. 

]f the judge rules in the 
group's favour, the city would 
need approval from environ¬ 
ment minister Shannon I'hillips. 

Kowalchuk said even though 
the province is supporting the 
line with 5600 million in fund¬ 
ing, it doesn' t mean they would 
definitely support this align¬ 
ment.

Bear death prompts debate among hunters

An American hunter who killed 
;i bear with a spear and posted 
the video online is generating 
plenty of controversy — not 
just for his choke of weapon 
but also for baiting the animal. 

U.S. hunter Josh Bowmar 
used a hand-thrown speELr to 
kill a black bear during a hunt¬ 
ing trip to Northern .Alberta 


this spring. 

Casey Maguire, a band coun¬ 
cil member with the Siksika 
Nation, said Bowmar wasn't 
really hunting because he bait¬ 
ed the animal., 

"When you hunt you have to 
earn your kill, 1 " he said. 

When Maguire hunts trad¬ 
itionally with other band mem¬ 
bers, they don’t wear camou¬ 
flage. t hey use traditional 
methods, such as masking 
their scent from the animals 
with wood smoke. 


Baiting of bears is legal 
under Alberta hunting laws, 
but also highly restricted 
according to Miles Grove, 
superintendent of operations 
with Fish and Wildlife enforce¬ 
ment branch. 

"its only allowed in certain 
parts of the province, and that's 
where grizzly bears are absent 
— so boreal forests/ said Grave. 

He said hunters are required 
to put up signs warning others 
that bait has been left out. They 
are also required to put their 


names on the signs. 

Wayne Lowry, president of 
the Alberta Fish and Game As¬ 
sociation, said baiting black 
bears is about the only way to 
successfully hunt the animals. 

"just because they're so elu¬ 
sive in the deep woods/ he 
said. “They're hand to find. 4 * 
Lowry is fine with the bait¬ 
ing, but is happy to see the 
province planning to ban the 
practice of hunting with spears.

If all goes as planned, the first 
stage will feature separated bike 
lanes, urban gardens and fruit 
orchards with rainwater collec¬ 
tion. and community gathering 
places including a skating rink 
and el wanning hut with a fare pit. 

"I would argue it's going to 
be unlike much of what you 
CEtn find elsewhere in Canada. 
.And this truly will be one of the 
most sustainable communities 
on Earth/ said Mayor Don Iveson. 

“I sometimes describe this 
as our Brooklyn. And I think 
it's very exciting to be able to 


move ahead with the first stage 
for that." 

Blatchford is expected to in¬ 
clude mixed-income housing 
geared especially toward young 
families. 

It will be at leEist mid-2017 be¬ 
fore bidding opens to builders, 
however, so the product could 
deviate from the city plan. 

First, council needs to make 
a decision on the district energy 
system. Iveson said council re¬ 
mains committed to renewable 
energy and carbon neutrality in 
Blatchford, and a report on the 
system is due back to council in 
November. 

The project has been in the 
works since the closure of the 
City Centre Airport was an¬ 
nounced in 2009. and Iveson 
said optimistically people might 
start living there in 201S. He 
said the project is moving at 
a responsible pace that is not 
out of line with other suburban 
developments.

Scientists urge phosphorous reduction 


Ever wondered why blue green 
algae lakes over Pigeon Lake al¬ 
most every year? 

A group of North American 
scientists say the results are in, 
and are calling on governments 
around the world to control the 
flow of phosphorous into fresh¬ 
water to decrease the spread of 
algal blooms. 

'Thirty-seven long-term, 
whole-lake studies conducted 
in nine countries i n Lurope and 
North America showed that con¬ 
trolling a single element, phos¬ 


phorus, reduced algal blooms 
in lakes," said University of Al¬ 
berta professor emeritus David 
Schindler, referencing an article 
out this week in Environmental 
Science & Technology. 

Phosphorus is a chemical 
found in. among other things, 
sewage, fertilizer and types of 
detergent, and when it washes 
into hikes causes algae to grow. 
Known as eutrophication, it's one 
of the leading causes of fresh¬ 
water pollution, and is estimated 
to cost 52.2 billion each year in 


the U.S. alone. 

Closer to home, Schindler said 
it’s a big part of the reason why 
a lot of kikes in .Alberta are more 
than little slimy. The soil has a 
lot of phosphorous to begin with, 
agriculture has Intensified that, 
and then, there's the vacationers, 

“The lakes near Edmonton and 
Calgary have been loved to death, 
and" there are rings and rings of 
cottages around them," be said. 

“In the early r days many of 
those had poor septic tanks and 
there are no controls to people 


applying lawn fertilizer." 

While phosphorus was regu- 
lated in many places in the 1970s, 
in recent years some scientists 
have argued that nitrogen must 
also be reduced, resulting in two 
competing schools of thought. 

But Schindler said this study 
makes dear phosphorus is the 
answer, and what's more, it's a 
simpler and cheaper solution. 

“It’s one of the few cases 
where the least expensive op¬ 
tion actually does a better job."

The legacy of Canada's residen¬ 
tial schools lives on in mod¬ 
ern classrooms, according to 
a study from a MacEwan Uni¬ 
versity researcher that found 
many indigenous parents are 
still uncomfortable interacting 
with the school system. 

for many, education was 
long been associated with dis¬ 
crimination and severe abuse 
at the hands of teachers, which 
makes things like dealing with 
teachers un¬ 
comfortable, 
according to 
Emily Milne, 
an assistant 
professor of 
sociology. 

Fot a new 
smdy published 
this month, she 
interviewed 50 
teachers and parents in south¬ 
ern Ontario, most of whom 
identified as Haudenosaunee, 
Anishinaabe and Metis. 

"Many were less comfortable 
with schools, they had more 
difficulty going in and asking 
questions, and advocating for 
students,” she said. “Some par¬ 
ents were uncomfortable to the 
point of being a bit Fearful." 

Educational history was im¬ 
portant. she said, with those 
who'd attended post secondary 


more comfortable with the sys¬ 
tem. But parents with less first 
hand experience were much 
less comfortable engaging — 
which in turn affected their 
own children's education. 

Milne points out that most 
teachers assume parents have 
a positive attitude towards the 
education system, and will 
work with teachers if their 
kids are struggling in school 
or need more help. 

Miranda Jimmy, co-founder 
of RISE, or Reconciliation in 
Solidarity Edmonton, said he r 
father's experience as a resi¬ 
dential school survivor shaped 
how education was seen in her 
household growing up. 

“1 think my parents thought 
of it as something that you 
had to do, not something that 
was of benefit or important," 
she said. 

Jimmy has worked in small¬ 
er communities 
where some par¬ 
ents are reluc¬ 
tant to even set 
foot on school 
property, and 
she adds that 
educators can 
help by work¬ 
ing to make 
the school feel 
more like a community space 
and less like an educational 
institution. 

She points to steps the prov¬ 
ince is taking to educate teach¬ 
ers about reconciliation as an 
important first step. 

“You can change the cur¬ 
riculum and you can mandate 
teachers to teach a topic," she 
said, "but until they have their 
own understanding of it how 
do you teach it to the heart 
and not the head?" 
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Some parents were 
uncomfortable to 
the point of being 
fearfuL

The federal government has 
formally apologized and pro¬ 
vided compensation for the 
forced relocation of a First 
h at ions community in north¬ 
ern Manitoba 60 years ago. 
Indigenous and Northern .Af¬ 
fairs Minister Carolyn Ben¬ 
nett visited the Sayisi JJene 
on Tuesday to apologize for 
the 1956 move that led to 
hunger, violence and death. 

“Without proper consul¬ 
tation, without explanation 
and without adequate plan¬ 
ning, the federal government 
took your people from the 
land and the waters that sus¬ 
tained you," Bennett said in 
prepared remarks. 


About 2 50 Sayisi Dene we re 
forced out of Duck Lake to a 
barren area near Churchill, 
partly because the Manitoba 
government believed they 
were causing a steep decline 
in the caribou herd — an idea 
later proven untrue. 

In the new location, food 
was scarce and housing inad¬ 
equate. The Dene were forced 
to scavenge the dump and 
were assaulted by Churchill 
residents. 

About one-third of the re¬ 
located Dene died “'asa result 
of poverty, racism and vio¬ 
lence," the Manitoba govern¬ 
ment said in a 2010 apology 
for its role. 

Chief Ernest Bussidor, who 
was born one month before 
the relocation, said many 
have suffered post-traumat¬ 
ic stress. 

“A lot of children died," 

Bussidor said Monday. “That Sayisi Dene participate in a church service around the Duck 
kind of stuff never leaves Lake post in 1347.

Fort McMurray victims 
facing sleepless nights 


Genevieve Belleville is struck 
most about the many fort Mc- 
Murray residents who am having 
nightmares and trouble sleeping. 

The psychology professor at 
Laval University in Quebec City 
is heading a mental-health study 
of people from the northern Al¬ 
berta city who were forced to 
flee a voracious wildfire in May. 

Two ofherreseaioh assistants 
were returning Tuesday after 
spending three weeks in the 
community. They conducted 
clinical interviews with about 
50 residents and another 300 
people completed an online 
quest ionnaire. 


Analysis is to begin soon on 
■whether some are suffering 
from post-traumatic stress dis¬ 
order, Belleville said. A prelim¬ 
inary look at the data shows 
many in the group aren't sleeps 
ing welL 

“They also have very pain¬ 
ful memories," said Belleville. 
“Some of them have moved, 
don't want to go hack to Fort Mc¬ 
Murray because it’s too painful 
to see the aftermath of the fire.” 

The study will also assess 
whether the residents have de¬ 
pression. anxiety and substance 
abuse problems, she said.

bven after the fading of a 
strong bl Nino, which spikes 
global temperatures on top 
of man-made climate change, 
July burst global temperature 
records. 

NASA calculated that July 
2016 was 1.51 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit |’0.S4 degrees Celsius] 
warmer than the 195Q-19S0 
global average. That's much 
hotter than the previous hot¬ 
ter months, about 0.1 S degrees 
warmer than the previous rec¬ 
ord of July 2011 and July 2015, 
which were so close they were 
said to be in a tie for the hottest 
month on record, said NASA 


chief climate scientist Gavin 
Schmid t. 

Scientists blame mostly man¬ 
made climate change from the 
burning of fossil fuel with an 
extra jump from the now-gone 
El Nino, which everv few years 
is a natural wanning of parts of 
the Pacific Ocean that changes 
weather worldwide. 

Georgia lech climate scien¬ 
tist Kim Cobb said this is sig¬ 
nificant "because global tem¬ 
peratures continue to warm 
even as a record-breaking El 
Nino event has finally released 
its grip. H 

This is the 10th record hot 
month in a row. according to 
NASA. The National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administra¬ 
tion, which calculates tem¬ 
peratures slightly differently, 
will come out with its July fig¬ 
ures on Wednesday. NOAA has 
figured there have been 14 
monthly heat records broken 
in a row, before July.

Twelve hours ago, Fagner Dos 
Santos ate his last meal: two 
hardened bread buns and cof¬ 
fee. For much of the past decade, 
the 3>yearold has been battling 
ding addiction while living on 
the streets of Kio. When he eats 
at all, it's usually at a grungy 
soup kitchen or after picking 
through the trash. 

Now he and some 70 other 
homeless men are feasting on 
a three-course meal courtesy 
of one of the world’s lop chefs. 

The gastronomic destination is 
the brainchild of Italian master 


chef Massimo Bottuni. Using left¬ 
over ingredients from Olympic 
caterers and otherlocal partners, 
Bottura created a gourmet soup 
kitchen, RefettorioGastromotiva, 
that has been serving up meals 
to Rio’s homeless population. 

With questions swirling over 
the 512-billion price tag of South 
.America's first Olympics. Bottura 
wanted to make a statement 
about the games’ sustainabil¬ 
ity by taking on one symbol of 
Olympic waste: the more than 
230 tons of food supplied daily 
to prepare STOOD meats for ath¬ 


letes, coach and staff. 

“This is a cultural project, not 
a charity," said Bottura, who runs 
the Michelin three-star Osteria 
Francescana in Modena. “We 
want to rebuild the dignity of 
the people." 

It's a message that resonates 
in Kio. As Brazil plunged into 
its deepest recession in decades, 
the city's homeless population 
has struggled. Ju June, feeing a 
financial calamity, Rio L s state 
government had to dose or cut 
back sendee at 16 meal centres.

ON RECONSIDERING WHITENESS 

Feeling uncomfortable. Feeling left 
out. Feeling diminished. Feeling 
wrong. All of these are correct, 
reasonable, and healthy reactions to 
being white right now. This is what it 
feels like to be forced to listen. 



In retrospect, this could be 
viewed as the year of recalci¬ 
trant whiteness. 

It’s evident most noisily in 
America, where a conversa¬ 
tion fuelled by police killings 
of black Americans cross-bred 
with the Republican Party's 
typical play for white Chris¬ 
tian votes, and under the 
toxic orange glow of Don¬ 
ald Trump, mutated into an 
ungainly, vitriolic, spitting 
monster, 

It’s evident here, too. Black 
Lives Matter organizers drew 
the ire of Canadians who 
imagined we’d somehow 
escaped the U.S.’s anti-black 
bias; the Missing and Mur¬ 
dered Women and Girls in¬ 
quiry underlines the extreme 
violence white women just 
don't see; the killing of an 
indigenous man by a white 
farmer in Saskatchewan 
sparked racial tensions in that 
province into flame. 

1 also feel it in myself 

I was raised in Victoria, a 
city I’ve long imagined could 
be the whitest place in Can¬ 
ada. I grew up devoid of any 
sophisticated sense of race. 
The sprinkling of diversity 
in my schools went largely 
unnoticed, its innocuous as 
the odd bitch in a forest of 
cedar. Equality among us was 
assumed, as was our Can¬ 
adian immigrant identities 
and their neutral impact on 
the country. In one junior- 
high social studies class we 
were directed to research how 
and when our families came 
to Canada. Perhaps you can 
guess this: There were no in¬ 
digenous pupils in the class. 

This year, more than any, 
has troubled my sense of 
whiteness. Frequent criticisms

or my “ while feminism" have 
revealed weaknesses in my 
politics, Covering Toronto’s 
Black Lives Matter protests 
underlined how uniform 
and narrow white Canadian 
media analysis can be, and 
forced me to question what I 
do and do not have any busi¬ 
ness writing about. This year's 
suicide crises on indigenous 
reserves drew both horror 
at the suffering and cynical 


posed to hurt. 

Feeling uncomfortable. 
Feeling left out of the conver¬ 
sation, Feeling diminished.

suggestions that indigen¬ 
ous Canadians bring all ills 
upon themselves. Arid since 
conditions on reserves don't 
change between orie suicide 
crisis and the next, both re¬ 
sponses can be read as expres¬ 
sions of white privilege. 

White privilege, 1 don’t 
use that term lightly. And I 
realize it’s likely to blow the 
skull of any white person 
who’s sick and tired of be¬ 
ing called white as if it's a 
bad thing. They’ve likely al¬ 
ready stopped reading, but 1 
will address them on the off 
chance they're still around: 
The lad that you are deeply 
upset proves the problem. 

Hie thing about contemplate 
ing one’s whiteness in 2016 
is that, for perhaps the first 
time in centuries, it’s sup¬ 


accused of dominating the 
country on morally shaky 
ground. In the colonial be¬ 
ginning, there was racism. It 
was at the root of residential 
schools, early immigration 
practices, early slavery laws. 
Despite our best efforts to pre¬ 
tend otherwise, that racism 
endures. 

I wouldn’t want to be called 
a bigot either, r don’t want to 
be told my country is, among 
other wonderful things, dyed 
with discrimination. Who 
does? But bias has been built 
into this nation, and we all 
exist on its spectrum. Intel' 
nally, too, we a re all biased. 
And the worst thing any of us 
could do is pretend otherwise. 

People living in Saskatch¬ 
ewan this week don’t have 
that luxury. On Sunday Brad

Wall, the province’s premier, 
in the kind of aspirational 
sentiment common to our 
politics, said that"'racism has 
no place in Saskatchewan” 
before explaining exactly 
what place it does hold. "In 
the wake of a shooting near 
Biggar, there have been racist 
and bate-filled comments 
on social media and other 
forums," he said in a state¬ 
ment. 

In comments to the 
StarPhoenix newspaper, one 
woman expressed her support 
for the alleged shooter before 
making this racially tinged 
yet opaque comment: “No¬ 
body should have died, but 
we knew it was going to come 
to this. Things are out of con¬ 
trol." Who is “we? What is 
"it”? And why did “it" have 
to end in a shooting? What, 
exactly, is "out of control”? 

It’s a question that also ap¬ 
plies to the U.S., to Tramp's 
campaign, to his cult-like sup¬ 
porters. And some fairly con¬ 
vincing answers can be found 
in a new book. In The End 
of White Christian America, 
the religion researcher and 
pollster Robert P. Jones traces 
white Protestant Americans’ 
’’waning cultural influence" 
and the ensuing anxieties and 
tears that run so deep, even a 
2014 Coke ad about America’s 
diversity was a "provocative 
act." As Jones elaborated in a 
New York Times op-ed: “T he 
apocalyptic rhetoric is fueled 
by energies that are un¬ 
leashed when a long-domin¬ 
ant group senses the looming 
end of its era." 

Do not think that those 
apocalyptic and xenophobic 
sentiments belong only to 
America. [ have heard them 
myself, and never more loud¬ 
ly than this year: white people 
are the most discriminated 
against, white Christian faith 
is under attack. These are the 
feelings of those who sense a 
slipping grip on power, and 
who have not yet imagined 
in what ways that might be a 
good thing.

On the very' day Trudeau 
became leader af the liberal 
Party of Canada, in April 2013, 
he sat in Ottawa for an inter¬ 
view with Peter Mansbridge 
of the CBC Two bombers had 
just detonated their home¬ 
brew contraptions at the Bos¬ 
ton Marathon, killing three 
and wounding hundreds. 

How would you respond 
if you were PM, Mansbridge 
asked. “Over the coming days,” 
Trudeau replied, “we have to 
look at the root causes." 

That language seemed de¬ 
signed to ruffle Conservative 
feathers. But 'Ifudenu was not 
done. “There is no question 
that this happened because 
there is someone who feels 

completely excluded.And 

our approach has to be. where 
do those tensions come from?"

A week later, Harper piled 
on, “This is not a lime to com¬ 
mit sociology, if I can use an 
expression,... 1 don’t think 
we want to convey any view 
to- the Canadian public other 
than our utter condemnation 
of this kind of violence." 

Two years later Trudeau 
won the election, hist week 
the RCMF shot and killed 
Aaron Driver in Slrathroy, 

OnL, and we have had a 
chance to see how Trudeau 
handles terrorism.

Don’t be afraid 
of this spiky' 
fruit, cook it in 
a curry instead 

We interrupt our local season 
to bring you one of the world’s 
biggest, baddest-looking fniits. 
which happens to be right at 
home in this tropical weather. 

Whole Foods Market produce 
buyer Stuart Coleman fell in love 
with them 20 years ago in his 
native Australia. 

Long and slightly kidney¬ 
shaped. anned with brown-yel¬ 
low spikes and weighing up to 
40 kilos each, they 're impossible 
to miss. Though they share the 
same spikes as a durian, jack- 
fruit doesn’t smell like a hockey 
bag. Instead, it gives off a mild 
fragrance somewhere between 
banana and pineapple. 

Coleman says jackfruit can be 
eaten green or ripe, the wood 
from its tree contains a natural 
dye and the seeds can be roast¬ 
ed and eaten like nuts, made 
into chips or dried and ground 
into flour. Since the Mexican 
fruit he's trucking in at the mo¬ 
ment weighs between 23 and 29 
pounds [10-13 kg], he's cutting it 
into “grab and go" slices. 

Coleman does admit the fruit 
still requires "a bit of mainten¬ 
ance" when you get it home.

LaCrosse wants to shake stigma

Buick 
overhauls 
image with 
good looks 



You'd be forgiven if Buick wasn’t 
the first brand to spring to mind 
when thinking about luxury 
vehicles. 

That is something Buick hopes 
to change — and soon, It’s al¬ 
ready got some momentum go¬ 
ing, with the Cascada convertible 
in the U.S. and Envision midsize 
crossover sig nalling the start of 
an aggressive rollout that will 
see seven new or refreshed prod¬ 
ucts hit showrooms by 20 IS. 
But there may be none more 
important than the 2 jQ 17 Buick 
LaCrosse. 

It's no secret that Iktick is 
overhauling its image in an at¬ 
tempt to shed! the stigma, at 
least in North America, of serv¬ 
ing society's senior citizenry 
To do so stalls with good looks, 
something the new LaCrosse has 
in spades. 

It begins with a new grille de¬ 
sign that scales back the toothy 
grin of old for a more refined 
shape. The grille is also where 
the LaCrosse's character lines 
begin and end. tracing elII the 
way around the hill-size sedan 
to accent its sleeker, elongated 
proportions. The car itself is only 
15 millimetres longer and 10 
millimetres wider than the out¬ 
going version, but has a stance 


that would lead you to believe 
otherwise. 

The LaCrosse’s exterior over¬ 
haul was Eibout more than just 
a new form, though, with a 
host of changes made to im¬ 
prove its overall function. The 
car weighs 136 kilograms — 
about the weight of ei side-by- 
side refrigerator—less than the 
last generation thEinks to the 
expanded use of high-strength 
steel, while outward visibility has 
been vastly improved thanks to 
narrower A- and C-pilbrs. 

It's hard to convey an up¬ 
market appearance when so 
much of a car’s interior carries 
over from more mainstream 
models, ei problem that isn't 
unique to General Motors, but 
one that has plagued the auto¬ 
maker for years. Designers set 
out to change that in the 2017 
LaCrosse, with little of the car's 
interior shared with Emy thing 
else in CM's vast portfolio. 

The new engine features idle- 
stop technology and cylinder de¬ 
activation to reduce emissions 
and improve fuel economy, That 
means the engine automatic¬ 
ally shuts off when the car is 
stopped, and only runs on four 
cylinders when cruising at high- 
WEiy speeds. Power delivery is 
smooth if a little slow at times, 
while the idlestop and cylinder 
deactivation systems work im¬ 
peccably well, and go virtually 
unnoticed. 

Put the whole package togeth¬ 
er, and the LaCrosse handles 
long trips with ease, gobbling up 
bumps as eagerly is it carves a 
comer and does it with style. It's 
not as sporty as the turbochEuged 
Buick Regal, but it's composed 
and capable of proriding at least 
some level of engEigement,

The Canadian women soccer 
team will look to defend the 
bronze it won four years ago 
in London after its bid to rise 
up the Olympic podium was 
derailed by Germany in a 2-0 
semifinal loss 'Tuesday. 

Goals by Melanie Behringer 
and Sara Daebritz on either side 
of halftime dashed Canadian 
dreams of reaching the final as 
the second-ranked Germans ef¬ 
ficiently ended the Canadians' 
four-game win streak. Down 2-0 
after 59 minutes, Canada came 
on in waves but was unable to

The 10th- 
ranked Can- 
ad ian women 
will rue the 
opening goal in 
the 21 st minute,

He pointed to the 
creation of the NH L/NH LPA con¬ 
cussion program in 1997, along 
with repeated efforts educating 
players on the health risks posed 
by concussions. 

Bettman Eidded that “eh causal 
link between concussions ELnd 
CTE has not been demonstrated." 

“As it is, to this day—let alone 
prior to the start of the NHL' 
NHLPA Concussion Program in 
1997 — no medical study hits 
ever concluded thELt concussions 
suffered by players who have 
pkyed hockey at the NHL level 
can or do cause degenerative 
brain diseases,'" Bettman wrote. 

The NHL is currently facing a 
class-action concussion lawsuit.
